COMMITTEE GIVE IT UP. 


I>o Not Believe It Would Be Worth 
Bix Hundred and Fifty DoUars 
to the City. 


Col. H. C . Demuth, Col. J. C . 
Sh«lton, E dw ard McGurren, E. G. 
Cassidy 
and 
Leon Hacking, the 
committee appointed to raise $650 
for the purpose of securing the an­ 
nual 
encampment 
of 
the Third 
regiment, N . G. M ., 
of 
Kansas 
C ity , for this city, abandoned the 
undertaking today, as they do not 
believe it would benefit the city 
to that extent. 
The committee offered to furnish, 
free of cost to the regiment, the 
State Fair grounds, water, wood, 
ice, straw and lumber, and give in 
addition $500 in cash and pay for 
the ammunition used in the sham 
battle, but the Third regiment of­ 
ficers asked 
a cash 
donation of 
Î650 and the entire receipts from 
the sham battle, out of which they 
would pay 
their* own expenses. 
T he proposition was rejected by 
the Sedalianp, however, 
in con­ 
sequence of which 
the 
encamp­ 
ment will go elsewhere. 
The K a n ­ 
sas C ity Journal of this morning 
had the following : 
There is a possibility that the 
Third regiment will not go to Se­ 
dalia 
for its camp this summer, 
after all. It is a question of money, 
and the guarantee fund which the 
regiment will require has not been 
raised yet. 
If the camp is held in 
Sedalia it will be on the grounds 
of the state fair, but the matter 
w ill not be settled until W ednes­ 
day night. 
The officers will hold 
a meeting in the armory then, and 
decide definitely. 
Major 
Lamb and 
Capt. John 
Hall went to Stdalia last Saturday 
night and selected the fair grounds 
as a tentative site. 
T hey learned 
while there that the required fund 
had not been secured yet, and they 
left with the understanding that 
Major Lamb should be informed of 
the prospects 
before Wednesday 
night. 
If the money is not forth­ 
coming the camp will be held else­ 
where. 
St. Joseph is 
bidding 
for the 
camp, and if it does not go to Se­ 
dalia, 
that 
city 
will 
likely

chosen. 
It is headquarters for the 
Fourth regiment and the two or­ 
ganizations 
will likely camp to­ 
gether, probably at Lake Contrary.

The threatened mutiny created 
alarm, for fear it would spread.
